WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Davis 
S. Barry, sergeant-at-arms of the 
Senate, was placed on trial in the 
Senate today in a hurriedly called 
special sitting and asked to explain 
a mayazine article in which he 
hinted some members of Congress 


received pay for their votes. 

Previously La Guardia (Rep.) 
New York,,in the House had 
termed teh article, appearing in the 
New Outluok, edited by Alfred E. 
Smith, a reflection upon the honor 
of Congress. 

Barry was taken before the ‘Sen- 
ate and sworn after Senator Wat- 
son (Rep.) Indiana, the Republi- 
can leader, had read parts of the 
article and demanded that he be 
tried. 

After brief debate, Barry, a gray- 
haired man, stylishly dressed, was 
taken before the chair and the 
Senate resolved itself into a “court 
of trial.” 

Senator Ashurst (lvem.) Arizona, 
suggested that all questions - pre- 
sented to Barry be in writing. Bo- 
rah (Rep.) Idaho, suggested that 
Barry should be asked if he de- 
sired to proceed immediately or to 
have time to obtain counsel. 

New Hampshire, 
presiding, put that question to Bar- 
ry, who was standing near the ros- 


In a halting voice, aBrry replied: 
“lL have no desire to have counsel. 
There is no real explapation to 
make.”

METROPOLITAN OPERA FACES 
$350,000 DEFICIT FOR YEAR 


Financial Crisis, It Is Said, Also 
Threatens Future; Three 
Plans Offered. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—The New 
York Times says the Metropolitan 
Opera Co. faces an estimated def- 
icit of $350,000 for the current sea- 
son and “a financial crisis which 
threatens its future.” 

The Times says three plans have 
been offered for solving the opera’s 
financia! problems: 

That the Metropolitan Opera As- 
sociation, which already has. re- 
duced salaries about 25¢per cent on | 
the average and shortened its sea- 
son from 24 to 16 weeks, adopt fur- 
ther salary cuts and limit its sea- 
son to 12 weeks. 

That the association seek finan- 
cial support in Chicago as well as 
in New York and divide its season 
between the two cities. 

That the association be scrapped 
to make way for a small company 
to be composed exclusively of 
American singers who would em- 
phasize the work of American com- 


posers. 


JUDGMENT FOR $101,478 
AGAINST JULIUS H, BARNES 


As President of, McDougall-Duluth 
Co. He As Alleged to Have Mis- 
represented Collateral.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3. — A judg- 
ment for $101,478 was filed in Su- 
preme Court yesterday against Ju- 
lius H. Barnes, president of the Mc- 
Dougall-Duluth Co. and former 
chairman of the board of the Unit- 
ed States Chamber of Commerce. 

The judgment was issued in an 
action for $100,000 brought by the 
Beta Corporation, which said the 
sum represented two notes, one for 
$25,000, due April 29 next, and the 
other for $75,000, due Oct. 29. The 
notes were declared payable now 
because of alleged misrepresenta- 
tion as to additional collateral by 


Barnes. 

The additional collateral was a 
mortgage owned by the McDougall- 
Duluth Co. on a motorship. The 
Beta Corporation contended it could 
not be used legally as collateral, 
while counsel for Barnes argued 
he had obtained authority to use 
it. Barnes’ answer was stricken 
out by Justice Ingraham.

CHAMBER CROWDED 
FOR THE CEREMONY 


Retiring Legislator Praised 
in Colorful Proceeding 
While Many Missourians 
Watch From Galleries.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The 
Senate put aside its work for half 
an hour’ at the opening of today’s 
session to welcome Bennett C. 
Clark of St. Louis ads a member and 
pay a remarkable tribute to his pre- 
decessor, Harry B. Hawes. 

Eulogies of the retiring Senator, 
who resigned a month before the 
end of his term in order that Clark 
might have the advantage of a 
month’s extra service, came from 
both sides of the aisle. The whole 
proceeding was most unusual and 
impressive. 

It was Missouri day both on the 
floor and in the crowded galleries. 
Scores of Government workers and 
others from Missouri were in the 
galleries, while Missouri members 
of the House, entitled to the Senate 
floor, were ranged along the walls. 

Among the Spectators. 

In the Senators’ private gallery 
were Mrs. Hawes and Mrs. Clark, 
both wearing orchids; Mrs. James 
M. Thomson (Genevieve Clark) of 
New Orleans, sister of the incom- 
ing Senator; Miss Peyton Hawes, 
daughter of former Senator Hawes; 
Mrs. Jacob L. Milligan of Rich- 
mond, M6} wife of the assistant 
whip of the House; Otto Mathe of 
St. Louis, Ed Villamore of Kansas 
City, Don McVay of Trenton and 
other friends of the Hawes and 
Clark families. 

A telegram from Gov. Park of 
Missouri, announcing the appoint- 
ment of-Clark and saying that his 
formal credentials were in the 
mails, was sent to the clerk’s desk 
by Minority Leader Robinson and 
read. Robinson asked for tnani- 
mous consent to the immediate ad- 
mission of Clark. There was no ob- 
jection. 

The retiring Senator had hoped 
to escort his successor down the 
center aisle for the ceremony of 
the oath-taking, but parliamentari- 
ans ruled that this office, in view 
of Hawes’ resignation, would have 
to be performed by another. In 
the absence of the other Missouri 
Senator, Roscoe Patterson, on ac- 
count of illness, Minority Leader 
Robinson acted as Clark’s escort 
and stood with him while the oath 
was administered by Senator Moses, 
the president pro-tempore. 

Clark became the junior Senator 
from Missouri at 12:12 p. m.. 

Speeches in Praise of Hawes. 

In ordinary circumstances this 
would have ended the ceremony, 
but the occasion was made memor- 
able by several speeches welcoming 
Clark and expressing regret at the 
departure of Hawes. ‘ 

In the case of Clark, Senators 
saw the event as a sort of home- 
ccming, the new Senator having 
been parliamentarian of the House 
when his father’ was Speaker. 

“Former Senator Hawes,” said 
Robinson, “has served in this body 
with distinction and notable abil- 
ity. He enjoys the respect and con- 
fidence and affection of all who 
have worked with him, and his.de- 
parture.is profoundly regretted. 

“The Senate has just admitted a 
brilliant successor to former Sen- 
ator Hawes. Following the decision 
of that Senator not to run for a 
second term, Senator Clark was 
elected by a very large majority. 
His name is associated with the 
legislative history of this country 
in a very intimate way. His dis- 
tinguished father (Champ Clark) 
for many years was the leader of 
his party in the House and for sev- 
ral years was its Speaker. Senator 
Clark is a skilled parliamentarian, 
an able speaker, and he is wel- 
comed here as one who has proved 
his devotion to the welfare of the 
nation.” :

Bronson, partner with him in an 
Hawaiian music vehture which 
does an internati business ,em- 
ploying 275 persons. 

Jubilant over the action of Gov. 
Park, who gave him an uncondi- 
tional pardon yesterday after a 
hearing at Jefferson City which 
lasted little more than a half 
hour, Smeeman was in apparent 
high spirits, looking forward to 
taking up the direction of his busj- 
ness affairs which he left a month 
ago for the more serious business 
of dealing with the two prison 
terms which threatened him. 

Many Friends to Thank.

He had 
been convicted in St. Louis of auto- 
mobile theft in 1916, sentenced to 
two years in prison, jumped his ap- 
peal bond and went to Colorado, 
L\ where he was again convicted of 
theft of an automobile and sen- 
tenced to three and a half years in 
prison. After a few months he es- 
caped from a road gang. Follow- 
ing his arrest he returned volun- 
tarily to Colorado to plead success- 
fully that his record entitled him 
to freedom. 

“I might have stayed in Cleve- 
land,” Smeeman said. “We had the 
assurance of the Governor of Ohio 
that if I wanted to stay neither 
Colorado nor any other State could 
extradite me. But I wanted to 
clear the record. I’ve got a baby 
girl three months old, and I didn’t 
want that hanging over me. 

Wife Did Not. Know. 


“The biggest gamble I took was 
on how my wife and her parents 
would feel about it. They knew 
nothing of the trouble I had been 
in, but they were wonderful. My 
father-in-law offered to sign my 
bond fot any amount, and my wife 
stood by me right from the start.” 
Smeeman was married’ Dec. 12, 
1931. A year ago today, he recalled, 
he and his wife were on a honey- 
moon cruise to South America.

— Nine 
woman psychopathic patients were 
burned to death early today when 
fire destroyed a dormitory at 
Ridgecliff Sanitarium in suburban 
Wickliffe. All the bodies had been 
recovered eight hours after the fire 
broke out. 

Dr. William Glendenning, “hus 
band of the sanitarium’s superin- 
tendent and a staff physician, said 
the fire was of incendiary origin. 
At his request, police and fire mar- 
shals took into custody for ques- 
tioning a Chardon farmer with 
whom he said hospital physicians 
had been in- dispute. 

Dr. Glendenning said the farmer 
had threatened his wife with death 
and yesterday telephoned the office 
and said, “I'll get even if it kills 
me.” 

Ninth Body Unidentified. 

Hight bodies were tentatively 
identified as those of Mrs. Lottie 
Roback, 32 years old; Miss Helen 
Kovack, 49; Mrs. Agnes Dorrington, 
78; Mrs. Loraine Dean, 76; Mrs, 
Fannie Laundon, 54; Miss Ethel R. 
Zipp, 24; Mrs. Mary Bennett, 73; all 
of Cleveland; and Mrs. Isabel Mc- 
Bride, 60, of New Castle, Pa. Miss 
Gladys Fraser, 30, of Cleveland, was 
missing, and efforts were being 
made to identifiy the ninth body. 

The flames swept rapidly through 
the frame building. The smoke and 
heat soon became so intense that en- 
trance to the cottage in which 24 
woman ‘patients and three sanitar- 
ium employes slept became impos 
sible. 

State Fire Marshal Val Hafner 
and Lake County officials began an 
investigation. They went into Dr.

A check was start- 
ed to determine whether there were 
any pyromaniacs among patients 
at the sanitarium.

HAS EXCELLENT 


PRISON RECORD | 
* Gov. Park Says He Acted 


on Recommendation of 
Secretary of State Brown, 
Former Parole Chief. 


Frank L. Berryhill, former sales 
manager of the First National Co., 
investment subsidiary of the First 
National Bank, who was paroled 
yesterday from a 10-year peniten- 
tiary sentence for embezzlement of 
$650,000, was back in St. Louis to- 
day. 

He was dressed out of the Jeffer- 
son City prison yesterday afternoon 
after Gov. Park had signed his pa- 
role, which had been refused previ- 
ously by Gov. Caulfield. The Penal 
Board’s recommendation for parole 
carried the statement that two 
manufacturing concerns had offer- 
edthim jobs. 

Berryhill had served Awo years, 
seven months and two weeks of his 
sentence. A model prisoner, he 
would have been freed under the 
normal course of events on April 16, 
1936, when seven-twelfths of his 
sentence would have been served. 

Gov. Park Explains Action. 

Gov. Park said he paroled Berry- 
hill chiefly on the request of Sec- 
retary of State Dwight H. Brown, 
former member of the Penal Board 
on which Brown served as Parole 


Commissioner under an appoint-. 


ment of former Gov. Caulfield. 

“Berryhill had many recommen- 
dations,” Gov. Park said, “but I is- 
sued the parole chiefly because of 
urgent recommendation of Dwight 
Brown. I understand Berryhill 
worked under Brown in the prison 
parole office and that he had an 
excellent. prison record.” 

Berryhill’s parole application file, 
one of the largest on record with 
the Penal Board in recent years, 
contained 445 letters of recom- 
mendation, most of them from 
friends in St. Louis, and only one 
protest, from the First National 
Co. 

The three prosecuting witnesses, 
Norman E. Tevis of Beaumont, 
Tex., and Mrs. Hazel L. Solomon 
and T. B. Armistead, both of St. 
Louis, filed letters with the board 
suggesting Berryhill had been suf- 
ficiently punished and should be 
paroled. 

Protest of First National. 


The protest of the First National 
Co. was written to the Penal Board 
on July 11 by Henry T. Ferriss, ex- 
ecutive vice-president of the com- 
pany. 

Ferriss stated in the letter. that 
Berryhill’s embezzleynents were 
committed while Beriyhill was an 
officer of the company and, as 
such, enjoyed thé confidence of 
customers of the company. Ferriss 
said the embezzlements were car- 
ried out over a period of many 
‘months, with a carefully devised 
plan of concealing the manipula- 
tions. 

Early parole of Berryhill, he sug- 
gested, “would aeservedly receive 
public criticism and would ‘be con- 
strued, if not as an inducement, at 
least not a deterrent for other in- 
dividuals to commit like offenses.” 

“We do not believe that-as a mat- 
ter of public policy, this parole 
should now be favorably consid- 
ered,” Ferriss continued, “and we 
respectfully protest against your 
recommending same.” — 

Berryhill was assigned to a cler- 
ileal position immediatdly after he 
was committed to the prison on 
June 17, 1930, following his plea of 
guilty of four charges of embezzle- 
ment. The charges involved appro- 
- priation of $650,000 in securities 
which had been entrusted to him 
by four customers of his company 
for investment purposes.

That Revision Is Best 
for All. 


By the Associated Press. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—Great Britain 
hopes to convince public opinion in 
the United States in the next few 
weeks that a drastic scaling down, 
er even cancellation of the war 
debts will not. only benefit the 
United States, but the whole world. 

It was stated in highest Govern- 
ment quartere that Great Britain 
plans to inaugurate its campaign 
as soon as Sir Ronald Linsay, the 
British Ambassador, returns to the 
United Stat.s. The main purpose 
will be to countcract any belief in 
the United States that the debt 
question merely involves the pay- 
ment of money owed by Great 
Britain, which if not fully dis- 
charged, will fal’ on the shoulders 
of the American taxpayer. 

Predicted Business Revival. 

The Cabinet is united behind the 
views expressed by Neville Cham- 
berlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. The news letter, official 
organ of Premier MacDonald's La- 
bor party, said today that Cham- 
berlain “admirably stated” the Cab- 
inet’s views in his recent address at 
Leeds. In that speech he declared 
a business revival would result 
from cancellation or drastic reduc- 
tion of the debts. 

Four members of the Cabinet 
most prominently mentioned as pos- 
sible members of the British mis- 
sion to Washington, formed a su 
committee today which will await 
a report Monday by Sir Ronald 
who is returning here. . 

They are Premier Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, Chamberlain, Walter Run- 
ciman, president of the Board of 
Trade, and Stanley Baldwin, presi- 
dent of the Council. Teh organiza- 
tion of this committee, however, 
did not mean they necessarily were 
to be members ofthe mission. 

Wants “Final” Agreement. 

The provisional Lausanne agree- 
ment virtually ending German rep- 
arations is regarded by the British 
Cabinet as the anchor for world re- 
covery and that body stands firmly 
behind the statement of Chamber- 
lain that any agreement with the 
United States should be “final” and 
not involve resumption of repara- 
tions. 

The Cabinet also stood behind 
Chamberlain’s statements to Amer- 
ican correspondents that he does 
not regard the debts talks. in 
March as “a great swapping deal.”

LATER DISCHARGED 


Judge Wehmeyer Outvot- 
ed, However—Colleagues 
Say They Will Make 
More Changes. 


Summary discharge of six em- 
loyes of St. Louis County Hos- 
pital and the appearance of 10 new 
one, including a purchasing agent, 
at the instance of County Judges 
Schramm and Schumacher, has 
created a situation that has caused 
dissension in the court and per- 
plexed hospital authorities. 
Presiding Judge Wehmeyer, the 
only Republican on the County 
Court, today charged his two new 
Democratic associates with “playing 


politics” and said he would endeav- 
or to find a way to refuse to sign 
payroll vouchers unless the merits 
of the new job-holders are first 
discusged in open court. 
The two new members, whose 
yotes control the Court, indicated, 
owever, that they propose to 
make many more changes in the 
interest of efficiency, economy and 
human sympathy.” 

Meeting to Discuss Situation. 


Dr. E. Lee Dorsett, president of 
the medical staff, which includes 
leading members of the St. Louis 
County Medical Society, said he re- 
garded the general personnel 
changes as “an inevitable result of 
any change of administration” and 
felt it did not concern the doctors.:

Indictment Charging He Bribed 
Policeman Is Dismissed 
on Demurrer. 


An indictment against Hi Sum- 
mer, attorney, charging attempted 
bribery of a public officer, was dis- 
missed by Circuit Judge Hoffmeis- 


ter yesterday in sustaining a de- 
murrer filed by the defendant. 

Summer, who has an office in the 
International Building, was accused 
of giving $5 to a probationary pa- 
trolman in an effort to obtain quick 
information about accidents which 
might lead to law suits. 

The policeman, Judge Hoff- 
meister held, was not a public of- 
ficer within the meaning of Sec- 
tion 3929 of the Missouri statutes, 
under which the indictment was 
returned. This section provides, 
he said, that the action sought to 
be influenced through bribery must 
be one imposed by law on a public 
officer, while a policeman’s duties 
are specified not in the law but in 
the police manual. 


BREWERIES PLAN TO EDUCATE 
PUBLIC IN DRINKING BEER 


At Conference in Chicago They 
Discuss Means of Sale if Prod- 
uct Is Legalized. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—Big brewers 
of the nation sat around a confer- 
ence table yesterday and discussed 
the ways they plan to sell beer if 
it is legalized. They represented 
the United States Brewing Associa- 
tion, members of which own the 
breweries that would turn out 90 
per cent of America’s beer. 

One of the steps in the brewers’ 
program, directors of the associa- 
tion said, was to educate the pub- 
lic into drinking beer instead of 
patronizing bootleggers of hard 
liquors. Leaders of the organiza- 
tion have taken a position against 
return of the saloon, but have rec- 
ommended that beer be sold in 
restaurants and other places serv- 
ing food. 

Methods of retailing would be a 
matter to be decided by the various 
states, Jacob Ruppert, president of 
the organization, said, but the brew- 
ing industry is determined that 
none of the pre-prohibition evils 
should return with légalized beer. 

Those attending the conference 
included R. A. Huber of St. Louis, 
vice-president of the association. 


COUNTY COURT CONSIDERING 
QUESTION OF LOCATING ROAD 


To Decide Whether Lindbergh 
Boulevard Shall Pass Through 

: Robertson. 

The County Court took under ad- 
visement yestérday the question of 
approving or setting aside an order 
it issued last year locating a sec- 
tion of Lindbergh boulevard through 
Robertson, near the Municipal Air- 
port. Two of the three members of 
the court were replaced a month 
ago. 

There is a two-and-a-half-mile gap 
‘in Lindbergh (State Highway No. 
77), between Natural Bridge 
Coldwater Creek. The State has 
obtained virtually all of the right- 
of-way for filling it for a mile and 
a half of the distance. The old 
County Court agreed to obtain the 
right-of-way for the remaining mile, 
through Robertson, in order to have 
the highway in that village and ad- 
joining the airport. The State had 
planned a route to the west, which 
would have cost less. 

County representatives have ar- 
ranged for the right-of-way in the 
Robertson stretch, but adjacent 
propert’ owners raised the question 
of large consequential damages. 
They were heard by the court yes- 
terday.

Schwitalla, S. J., dean of St. Louis 
University School of Medicine, an- 
nounced at a faculty meeting last 
night. 

The hospital opened yesterday, 
with 54 single and 92 double rooms 
—none  larger—and 
among the most modern in this 
part of the country. All rooms have 
outside windows, similar furniture 
and equal conveniences. They will 
be assigned, said Father Schwitalla, 
in regard, not to the size of the 
hospital bill, but to the type of ill- 
ness and the privacy required. 

Adoption by the hospital of the 
principle of “ability to pay”— 
which generally governs the pro- 
fessional fees of physicians and 
surgeons—is in line with its an- 
nounced policy of attempting to 
fill a gap in .modérn hospital serv- 
ice and considér first the person 
of “moderate means.” Hospital, 
nursing and medical associations 
have devoted years of study to the 
problem of patients whose income 
keeps from them to fine care avail- 
able equally to the indigent and the 
well-to-do. : 

The School of Medicine has made 
its. own investigation, in the last 
two years, of family budgets and 
the cost of iliness. It has attempt- 
ed to develop a speedy routine of 
determining each patient’s circum- 
stances, but, remarked Father 
Schwitalla, such investigation will 
necessarily be suspended in emer- 
gency cases. 

Patients on a minimum or no 
hospital fee will receive free medi- 
cal care under supervision of the 
Medical School faculty. Patients 
able to pay the regular hospital rate 
or near it will be asked to pay, in 
accordance with income, for medi- 
cal and surgical attention, Maxi- 
mums have ‘been set for both hos- 
pital and professional fees. 

Medical investigation will be 
made of prospective patients since, 
Father Schwitalla explained, the 
hospital has no provision for 
chronic invalids and limited facili- 
ties for communicable diseases. 
Regulations have been designed, 
Father Schwitalla said, to safe 
guard the medical profession, and 
the relation of a practicing physi- 
cian to his patient, as well as the 
public.

CONGRESS FUNERALS 
EXPENSE REDUCED 


Supply Bill Makes No Pro- 
vision for Auto for Speaker, 
Among Other Economies. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3. — The 


House Appropriations Committee 
has cut the legislative supply bill 
$2,123,463 for the next fiscal year. 


|The committee slashed $4,760,030 off 
|the budget estimates and reported 


a bill cut to $16588,878, as com- 
pared with $18,712,341 for this year. 

Continuing the 10 per cent cut in 
salaries of Congressmen and Sena- 
tors made effective in the economy 
act last year, the members were 
given but $9000 each in the Dill. 
That an effort will be made to re- 
duce this amount when the bill is 
taken up on the House floor is cer- 
tain. 

In all, the Senate, with its mem- 
bership of 96, was given $2,826,439, 
while the House, with 435 members, 
besides delegates and commission- 
ers from the territories and posses- 
sions, received $7,415,399. 

Limit on Funeral Expenses. 

The Appropriations Subcommittee 
included a provision to limit the 
official funeral committees to two 
Senators and two Representatives 
and excluding payment of relatives’ 
expenses. For many years the fu- 
neral committees ran as high as 
40 members, but Speaker Garner 
has reduced the House appoint- 
ments to such committees to about 
15. 

Kenneth Romney, House sergeant 
at arms,‘said: “There used to be no 
particular limit to the number ap- 
pointed on these (funeral) commit- 
tees—18 to 20 and so on.” He re- 
ported the largest item of expense 
connected with funerals was trav- 
eling experises, adding that the cus- 
tom was to pay not more than $400 


for the casket and $35 for flowers 
and that he had been trying to hold 
undertaker’s expenses to between 
$600 and $700. He testified that, if 
the cost were held around $800 to 
$1000, excluding the biggest item, 
traveling expenses, “you are doing 
very well.” 
Speaker May Have to Walk. 

No provision is made for an au- 
tomobile for the next Speaker. 
Garner declined a-$5000 automobile 
when he was elected Speaker. When 
he becomes Vice-President he will 
have under the bill $3840 for main- 
tenance of a machine, $160 less 
than Vice-President Curtis was giv- 
en for the operation of the auto- 
mobile this year. Garner has indi- 
cated he will accept a medium- 
priced car. 

The Senate restaurant was given 
$27,288, but nothing was allotted for 
the House restaurant. However, 
$2500 was included for an oil por- 
trait of Speaker Garner to join 
pictures of preceding Speakers in 
the lobby of the House chamber. 

Only $144,455 was allowed the 
Senate for investigations next year, 
or $5545 less than for the current 
period. Medical supplies amounting 
o $2500 were provided for, to be 
used by Dr. George W. Calver, the 
attending physician at the Capitol, 
who treats members and their fam- 
ilies. 

Other Items Are Reduced. 

The architect of the Capitol, Davis 
S. Lynn, received $1,534,715, or $365,- 
865 less than this year, for repairs 
and maintenance of the buildings, 
grounds and for the Capitol power 
plant and garages. 

Other items included $113,725 for 
the botanical garden, $113,275 less 
than was asked for by the budget; 
$2,063,745 for the Library of Con- 
gress and $2,462,800 for the Govern- 
ment printing office, or $548,000 
less than for this year and $1,061,- 
200 below the budget estimates.

DECLINE IN CHILEAN JOBLESS 


Government Says Number Out of 
Work: Is Now 96,000. 
SANTIAGO, Chile, Feb. 3. — A 
Government announcement § says 
that unemployment in the country 
has been reduced from 128,000 per- 
sons to 96,000. Increased work in 
the gold fields is said to have led 
to the reduction.

“It’s gone beyond that this fall 
and we can expect a much higher 
peak than at any previous time,” 
Miss Abbott added. 

Miss Abbott testified that “what- 
ever have been relief demands in 
the past year, all we can look for- 
ward to in the next six months is 
greatly increased need.” 


Even if conditions improve, she 
added, the nation faces “a very se- 
rious problem” in meéting the needs 
of the destitute. 

Miss Abbott refused to concede 
that use of tax funds for relief had 
dried up voluntary aid, and denied 
that private charity could meet the 
problem. 

“Responsibility to Be Greater.” 

“The Federgl Government has a 
responsibility,” Miss Abbott said, 
“and it is going to be greater.”

“the ~ clothing. situation 
throughout the United States ‘is 
very serious because relief has been 
reduced to a. faod. budget basis 
only.” ;

Urges New Industry. 
Carl B. Fritsche, Detroit  engi-

self-liquidating construction begun 
at the last Congress was character- 
ized by Paul V. Betters of Chicago, 
representing the American munici- 
pal association, as a “complete and 
dismal failure.”

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Sandino led a hardy band of insurg-;

in Nicaragua. Sandino refused to 
recognize the’ Tipitapa ‘ agreement 
reached ‘in 1927 through the  of- 
ficés of Henry L. Stimson, now 
American .

Dispatches from Managua that 
Sandino had proclaimed “peace is 
now a fact,” were received in Wash- 
ington with satisfaction. 

Ever since President Coolidge in- 
formed Congress in 1926 that United 
States intervention was justified on 
the grounds of necessity, this Gov- 
ernment has devoted the closest at- 
tention to developments there. 
Widespread satisfaction was ex- 
pressed in and out of Congress 
when the Marines were withdrawn 
the first of this year. 


Marines There Since 1912. 


Marines have been on duty in 
Nicaragua almost continuously 
since 1912 when 100 meh were sta- 
tioned in Managua’ to guard the 
American Legation. The largest 
force was present in 1927. By May 
of that year some 5000 Marines and 
bluejackets had been landed. Since 
1926 the United States lost 153 men, 
killed in action or dying of wounds. 

The Tipitapa agreement provided 
that Adolfo Diaz, Conservative 
President, should remain in office 
until succeeded by the winner of the 
1928 election. He had been opposed 
in the Civil War by Dr. Juan bB. 
Sacasa, now president. 

Sandino opened a guerrilla war- 
fare.

40 or 50 years ago the patient 

was exposed to all the rigors of 
the weather in the belief that what 
he needed most of all was a con- 
stant and unlimited supply of fresh 
air. 


The rigors of winter weather no 
longer are considered essential to 
treatment, and, though the tubercu- 
losis sufferer is nowadays exposed 
to fresh air, he no longer is kept 
constantly out of doors. 


The treatment style then shifted 
to food, and patients were stuffed 
like Thanksgiving turkeys. Milk by 
the gallon and eggs by the dozen 
were fed to the patient. 


This, too, was abandoned. The 
tuberculosis patient, while in need 
of good food in generous quantities, 
is not benefited by being stuffed. 


The present-day emphasis in tu- 
berculosis treatment is upon rest. 
The tuberculous patient with fever 
or other undesirable clinical mani- 
festations is kept in bed and al- 
lowed but little activity. 


The diseased lung is rested in a 
variety of ways. In a number of 
eases air is injected into the space 
between the chest wall and the 
lung. ' 

Figuratively, the lung is com- 
pressed. In actuality it is allowed 
to contract or shrink. This. surgi- 
cal procedure is known as pneumo- 
thorax, meaning pneumo (air) in 
the thorax or chest. 


Another surgical procedure some- 
times emplc:-ed ‘~ the cutting of the 
nerve which controls the move- 
ments of the diaphragm. When 
the nerve is cut, the diaphragm, 
more correctly speaking, only one- 
half of the diaphragm, becomes re- 
laxed. 

Subjected to the pressure in the 
abdominal space, the paralyzed dia- 
phragm bulges upward and com- 
presses the diseased lung. 

In a more radical type of surgery 
called thoracoplasty a number of 
ribs are removed and the chest wall 
as a whole collapses, carrying with 
it the diseased lung. 

The coverings of the ribs are left 
intact and subsequently new bone 
forms. The chest wall, however, 
does not d. The collapse

Simmer slowly after it 
has come to a boil after ahout 
an hour add an onion, stalk of 
celery, a few carrots and a can 
of tomato puree. Continue cook- 
ing slowly for three hours 
longer. Strain, and set aside to 
cool. Remove all grease. Re- 
heat and season to taste with 
salt and pepper. 

Soak one pint of black beans 
over night. Place the soaked 
beans in three quarts of soup 
stock. Add two bay leaves, a 
stalk of celery and one-half of 
a.red pepper pod. Simmer for 
six hours, then mash through a 
colander. Reheat, adding one 
tablespoon of Worcestershire 
sauce, one-half teaspoon of 
ground cloves and one-half cup 
of catsup. Serve one slice of 
hard boiled egg and a slice of 
lemon in each soup plate and 
pour in the soup. A little sher- 
ry adds to the flavor.

It’s a grand experience, he admits. 
Every girl should know it. With- 
out it, marriage might as well be 
avoided. F 

And a man must have a like sen- 
sation when the girl of his fancy 
appears. 

“Don’t marry a girl unless you 
thrill at the thought of spending 
the future with, her,” he advises 
men. “Don’t marry her unless the 
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idea of life without her gives you 
an empty sensation.” 

The same rule holds good for 
women. If you can take a man or 
leave him, leave him.

sion. Professor Harris has given 
them at many colleges where he has 
lectured to students who have been 
more curious about marriage than 
about Greek verbs or ancient his- 
tory: 

First of all, an individual will 
make a better marital partner if 
others have found him easy to live 
with. If a girl’s roommates didn’t 
complain her disposition is probably 
good. If a man’s fraternity broth- 
ers, or the men at his club, put 
their stamp of approval on him he 
won't be too much of a household 
problem. . 

Secondly, notice what sort of a 
conversationalist your future hus- 
band or wife is. Remember, you 
are going to listen to that line for 
a long, long time. If you don’t have 
a community of conversational in- 
terests, you will both stop talking. 
And the silence won't be golden, 
either! 

In the third place, see if your 
basic philosophies are similar. 

“Sociability and companionship 
are important,” Professor Harris 
argues. “But the two people who 
are setting up housekeeping togeth- 
er should have a common basic 
philosophy of life. 

“There are so many adjustments 
that must be made, even with sim- 
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mony. If one -vants a large family, 
and the other doesn’t, there is apt 
to be trouble. 

“Of course, if one or the other 
of the two parties has no views 
of his own, but merely says ‘yes 
to whatever the other proposes, 
these thirigs won't interfere. But 
a is more interesting 
when the two people have differing 
opinions but the same basic philos- 
ophy on which they shape. their 
lives.”

GE is the fourth factor. Chron- 
A cresical age doesn’t matter as 
much as it seems, Prof. Harris 
has discovered. The calendar 
doesn’t need to be consulted. 

“The number of physical years 
a@ person has lived isn’t important,” 
he states. “But the age of develop- 
ment that a person has reached 
has a great deal of significance. 

“As a rule, it is better for two 
people to marry within their gen- 
eration. They will receive a bigger 
kick from life when the same 
things are new to both of ‘them. 
If a man marries a widow who has 
a family~of children, experiences 
which are_new to him will be an 
old story to her, though this some- 
times works out, due to the ma- 
turity of the man. 

“Emotional maturity, like inter- 
ests and enthusiasms, should be 
considered before entering mar- 
riage. If a girl is ‘kiddish’ and 
a man is old before his time, they 
aren’t going to be happy socially.” 

Here is the fifth rule: 

Don’t marry a man to reform 
him, girls. If he needs a lot of re- 
vamping, and you can’t get in the 
right touches before marriage, 
either find somebody else or take 
him as he is. After all, you fell 
in love with him, faults and all! * 

The sixth rule ap- 
plies to women. 

The sixth rule refers 
to the cultivation of 
an outside interest 
which can be brought 
into the home.” 

“A woman wants a 
husband whom others respect and 
look up to,” the Union Theological 
expert has observed. 


“A man likes a. wife with a per- 

ty of her own. If she is known

Serve cabbage raw as often ag 
possible.

Drain and add 1-3 cup of 
vinegar, Stand in refrigerator for 
another 15 minutes, then drain and 
dry the carfots and cabbage thor.

This recipe will prove to you that 
most cooks boil cabbage far too 
long, thereby making it “greasy” 
and strong.
